The Weekly Report of the Signal Service 
Bureau. 

Wasnuivreton, August 28.—The following is 
the weather and crop bulletin of the signal of- 
fice for the week ending August 27: 

Temperature—During the week ending Au- 
gust 27th, the weather has been unusually cold 
inthe central valleys and lake region, and 
slightly colder in all the states on the Atlantic 
coast, except Florida and southern Georgia.

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ANARCHY IN HAVANA. 


The People Believed to Lie On the Verge 
of Kevoiution. 

New ORLEANS, August 28,—A special to the 
Picayune from Key West, Fla., says: Ad- 
vices received here last night state that the 
greatest excitement prevails in Havana, occa- 
sioned by the recent acts of Captain General 
Marin, in taking possession of the custom 
house and placing the officials under arrest. 
The city is in charge of the regular troops, and 
the situation becomes daily more desperate, 
recalling the events attending the massa- 
cre of the medical students in 
A reign of terror prevails, and it is ex- 
pected that Havana will be declared in a state 
of seige. Already several conflicts have oc- 
curred between the troops and the civilians, 
resulting in the killing of some and the wound- 
ing of others. Captain-General Marin has 
issued a proclamation callmg on the rioters to 
maintain order, otherwise severe measures 
will be adopted to uphold the law. Daily 
conferences are held with his military 
chiefs, and measures have been 
adopted to prevent a |general upris- 
ing, which isimminent. The colonels of all 
the volunteer regiments were Called together 
atthe plaza, and ordered to disarm their 
forces, otherwise they would be held responsi- 
ble for what might occur. The volunteers, 
who are opposed to Marin, and are encouraged 
therein by political bodies desirous of his re- 
moval, have joined the rioters. Several meet- 
ings have been held in the park, where cheers 
‘‘Viva Salamanca’”’, were given, and cries of 
“Down with Marin.” The city is placarded 
with a call for the general mass meeting 
at the park tonight, and requesting all to brin 
arms. The call is believed to haye emanate 
from the volunteers, and serious trouble is ex- 
pected. .So far the captain-general controls 
the situation with the regular troops, which 
have been distributed throughout the city pre- 
pone for any emergency. The artillery has 
cen placed in commanding positions, while 
the troops stationed in the towns adjoining 
Havana are kept under arms, ready to move at 
&@ moment’s notice.: Those in Havana 
also have been quartered in barracks for sev- 
eral days. A battalion of Isabel Segunda and 
the forces of the queen’s regiment are under 
arms at Cabanas and Castilla del Principe. A 
company of artillery is at the armory on Cam- 
panella street. Orderlies are hurrying in all 
directions, conveying secret orders. 


A Block of Brick Buildings Burned. 

Locisianp Ciry, N. ¥., August 28.-—A 
Llock of three story frame building, extending 
from Flushing street to Newton creek, on Ver- 
non avenue, owned by John C. Provost, to- 
gether with extensive coal sheds, elevator, 
stables and wagen houses, was destroyed by 
fire this evening. Sixteen horses were burned 
to death. The buildings were occupied prin- 
clpally by Pringle & Boyee, machinists, whose 
loss on machinery, etc., will reach $10,000. 
Mr. Provost occupied the remainder of the 
buildings as a coal depot and offices. The 
horses were his property and his loss is esti- 
mated at $20,000. 


Destroyed by Fire.

He insists that 
Jones was a victim of J juror mal- 
ice,’’ no one having been willing to prosecute 
the fellow until Moore got on the grand jury. 
The obnoxious placard Mr. Riddleberger de- 
glares ‘‘a fair delineation of the oddities, cruel- 
ties and tyrannies of this momentous trial.’’

Methods of Recapture During 
the War. 


A CONSCRIPT IN FEMALE ATTIRE. 


Watching a House For Several Days—The 
Closing Days of the Kebellion-- 
A Desperate Struggiec. 


In the summer of 1864 Wirt Adams's caval- 
ry, after an arduous campaign;rested to recruit 
men and horses in Shepherd’s old fields in Co- 
piah county, Mississippi. Food and forage were 
abundant ; the horses grew fat, and the lazy 
life soon wearied the men, whose hume was in 
the saddle. Time dragged, but Sergeant 
Heath's old Creeper created a diversion, one 
morning, by stampeding the brigade horses, 
which were all loose at grass. Creeper knew 
a thing ortwo, and counted on fun when he 
laid his plans. Working around the two thou- 
sand grazing horses, until all were between 
himself and the camp in the woods, the old 
horse, whose wisdom was known and acknowl- 
edged throughout the brigade, took his stand 
and surveyed the ground. With a wild snort 
and a ringing neigh he sprang into the herd. 
What he intended to convey to the under- 
standing of his fellows I cannot say, but a pan- 
ic seemed to seize each separate beast, and 
with thundering hoofs they bore down upon 
the camp. Then was there ‘mounting in hot 
haste’’ the friendly trees beneath whose shel- 
ter we bivouacked. Mad, blind with an un- 
named terror, and turning not aside, like an 
avalanche the flying squadron swept through 
the camp. With the streaming mane and tail, 
head on high, and flashing eyes, that old de- 
mon Creeper led his frightened hosts. It was 
plain to see that he gloried in the mischief he 
had wrought. 

ATTACKING THE CAVALRY. 

The camp monotony was broken at last when 
the outlying scouts reported the advance of a 
federal incursion from Bruinsburg, on the Mis- 
sissippi river. This force of white and negro 
troops, composed of infantry, cavalry, and 
field artillery, and amounting in all to about 
1,200 men, had been landed from transports on 
the river, presumably for the purpose of sur- 
prising and capturing our force at Shepherd’s 
old fields. Timely warning enabled General 
Adams to meet them more than half way. 
Eleven miles sonth of Port Gibson is Cole- 
man’s lane, in the county of Jefferson, and 
here the advanee parties of the hostile forces 
met. Hot skirmishing and an exchange of 
shells from the field batteries on either side 
opened the engagement. Here a curious, and 
perhaps unique, casualty occurred. Our cay- 
alry was dismounting, preparatory to an ad- 
vance on foot. An officer was seated on the 
top rail of a fence bordering the road. A 
shell from the enemy struck the rail at one end 
without expleding. ‘The rough rail was driven 
with tremendous force from under the officer, 
leaving a great splinter three or four feet long, 
and of the thickness of two fingers, transfix- 
ing the unhappy man’s thighs and projecting 
afoot or more beyond each hip. The man 
swore with rage and pain, repelling all ap- 
proaches on the part of friends until Dr. Mar- 
tin coming up forcibly broke off one projection 
of the tough oak and drew out the remainder 
from the other side. The wounds healed and 
— soon resumed his duties, but he 

ot the Iast jibe on that ‘‘cross buttock’” 
thrust until he met a soldfer’s death in the 
closing days of the struggle. 

DRIVING THE FEDERALS BACK. 
* The enemy had pested himselfin and about 
Coleman’s dwelling, barns, and outbuildings. 
Here we assaulted him and drove him out and 
back after a short resistance. The federal 
force greatly outnumbered ours, but would as- 
suredly have been captured had the white con- 
tingent been as easily demorialized as were the 
negro soldiers. Time after time these men, 
composing the rear guard as the federal com- 
mander drew off his ferces, were broken and 
hurled helter-skelter upon the main body, and 
only the stubborn fighting of the white troops 
enable. any ee ion of the command to escape. 
Darkness fell while we still pursued them,and 
the chase was not given over until near mid- 
night. when exhaustion compelled ahalt. Day- 
break found the enemy on board his transports, 
and the fleet steamed away for Natchez. I 
have often thought that had the federal force 
been skillfully commanded on this occa- 
sion General Adams would have found 
that this attack was a rash veu- 
ture. Had hisforce been a third larger not a 
blue coat would have eseaped. -Tothe best of 
my knowledgethe confederate force did not ex- 
ceed four hundred men, while I am sure I 
saw three times that number of the enemy. 
They had-also the advantage of a strong posi- 
tion of their own selection, taken as*soon as 
made aware of our approach. Our first rush, 
however, drove-them from it, and their officers 
found it impossible fully to rally the negro 
troops. They would stand when we paused, 
but each succeeding onset speedily broke their 
ranks. Their fire was very high. Far above 
our heads the minie bullets sang an angry 
chorus, and eur less was trifling. At inter- 
vals, when cressing an emmence, a man would 
fall in darkness. Andrew Battle, a rugged 
Irishman, went back for a horse to carry off 
the body of Ed Sueduskie, a messmate. 
‘““Whom have you there’?’’ he was asked from 
a bank on the roadside. ‘‘Poor Ed Sueduskie, 
as dead as h——!’’ he answered. ‘‘That’s a 
lie, Battle!’’ replied bis questioner, who was 
none other than Sueduskie himself. Down 
went the unknown dead upon the 
ground, and Battle, with an oath strongly 
suggestive of disgust, resumed his 
place among the pursners. A young cavalry- 
man, intent wpon glory, went, contrary to or- 
ders, mounted into the action. Soon he was 
seen on foot rushingtothe rear. ‘“Hello,Jones, 
where now?” ‘“Myhorse was shot from under 
me and I am going back for another.”” Again 
he flies to the rear and again reports his horse 
killed. Five separate times that day and night 
his horse was ‘“‘shot through and through.” 
Next day al! five of these unfortunate animals 
were found wnseratched, peacefully zing 
among the slain. Well, well, their rider was 
scarcely more than a boy and doubtless he sent 
home his thrilling bulletin, and mother and 
sisters gloried in his dashing courage and mar- 
veled at his wondrous pee wes Poor fellow! 
he had his weaknesses, but he had his virtues 
and his friends. 
HUNTING TYE DESERTERS. 

Among the southern soldiers’ duties, one of 
the least important toward the close of the 
war, was that of bringing in from the hills 
and forests and habitations in the wilderness 
deserters from the armies and nd 2 con- 
scripts who sought to evade the service. The 
eavalryman’s soul delighted in this work for 
awhile. A detail for such an expedition meant 
relaxation from the discipline of the mo 4 
exemption from the hardships of the march, 
and variety in place of irksome routine. 
There was also a spice of adventure, for deser- 
ters would sometimes fight, though skulking 
was their main point. The writer was one of 
twenty men, under the command of a lieuten- 
ant, sent dering the early part 
of 1864 inte Scott and Lake coun- 
ties, in Missionary: on a man-hunting errand.

these were found many domestic articles, as 
mortars and pestles for mashing corn, pots 
hewn out of solid stone, and broken vases 
carved in rare and curious designs. 

These relies were washed down from a 
neighboring hill by the late freshet and scat- 
tered over the field. On the top of this: hill 
where the village was supposed to have been, 
we found a large pile of broken and defective 
arrow heads which seemed to mark the spot 
where some old arrow maker had his shop, 
making arrows for his tribe and receiving in 
return deer, bear and other such game as the 
forests afforded. 

When we look at the degree of accurary 
and precision with which these articles of 
stone are executed, and consider the fact that 


| they are the work of a barbarous and unciv- 


ilized people, a people untutored in the 
sciences and the great principles of mechanics, 
unskilled in the arts, and to whom the use of 
iron and the other metals was yet unknown, 
we ean but wonder at the great perseverance 
and unceasing toil required to thus cut stone 
with stone and by dint of many weary strokes 
to hew from their native -rocks even these 
rude implements of peace and war. 

We gathered as many of these relics as we 
could carry and left, even then, a rich harvest 
field for the antiquary and many things that 
would gladden the heart of the curiosity col- 
ector or the student of Indian history.

DAMAGES AGAINST THE CITY. 


An Injured Citizen of Gainesville in the 
Courts. 

FAINESVILLE, Ga., August 28.—[Special].]— 
The most important case tried at this, the Ang- 
ust term of Hall superior court, was the case 
of Andrew W.Caldwell against the mayor and 
council of the city of Gainesville, the same 
being a suit for damages. The declaration 
sets forth the allegation that Andrew W. Cald- 
well, while passing undera wooden awning 
over the sidewalk on Main street, in the city 
of Gainesville, on the 10th day of January, in 
the year 1581, the awning fell upon him and 
crushed him to the ground, thereby injuring 
him permanently, he claimed, to the extent of 
six thousand dollars. The plaintiff filed his 
suit on the 9th day of June, 1884, returnable to 
the August term, 1884, of Hall superior court. 
At the August term, 1885, the case was tried 
before his honor T. T. Simmons, of the Macon 
circuit, and a verdict rendered in favor of the 

laintiff for the sain of one thousand dollars. 
Che defendants made a motion for a new trial 
which was granted. The case was again tried 
at the February term, 1887. His honor 
C. J. Wellboru, of the Northeastern circuit, 
presiding. The jury rendered a verdict in 
fevor of the plaintiit for fifteen hundred dol- 
lars which,on motion of defendant, was set 
aside and a new trial granted. The case was 
entered on the docket for the third time and 
was again ripe for trial at the present term. 
On the trial yesterday the jury rendered a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff for eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-five dollars, and it is presumed 
that the end is not yet. The case was’ prose- 
cuted vigorously by Colonels M. L. Smith, J. 
L. Estes and Claud Estes, while the onslaugh 
was ably met by Colonels H. H. Perry, F. W. 
Johnson, W. F. Findley and G. K. Looper. The 
case’ was tried before his honor, C. J. 
SVeliborn.

Thirteen years ago my mother was bitten by a 
large snake and in ten minutes she could not 
see her way; and felt the effects of the poison 
in her tongue in five minutes. Her case looked 
hopeless, bot Mr. Smith wassent for. He 
came at once and stayed all night, and attend- 
ed her faithfully, and she is living today. He 
also cured Mr. Will Smith, of Hazlehurst, of 
the bite of a rattlesnake in the fall of 1880.

Free Trade and Government Subsidies. 

It is stated that Mr. Boyless W. Hanna is 
in Washington for the purpose of calling to 
the attention of the government the impor- 
tance of cultivating the friendship of the 
Argentine Republic. Mr. Hanna is the 
the United States minister accredited to that 
republic, and he knows what he is talking 
abonf. 

The trade of the Argentine Republic is 
something immense. More than a hundred 
steamships make regular trips between 
Buenos Ayres to Germany and England, 
and, naturally enough, as Mr. Hanna has 
been sent there to look after the interests of 
his own country, he is of the opinion that 
the United States should secure. its share of 
the commerce of that country. 

Consequently, he favors a mail line from 
| New York to Buenos Ayres. It is his expe- 
rience, as it is that of every other observer, 
that ecommerce always follows the mails. 
The officials of the Argentine Republic are 
more than favorably disposed towards the 
United States, and they have shown this by 
offering a subsidy of $125,000 a year for ten 
years toany American steamship line that 
will establish direct mails between Buenos 
Ayres and New York. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Hanna is right 
in trying to interest the Washington author- 
ities in this matter; but the New York Star 
makes it the text for an attack on the tariff. 
It is a very foolish attack, too, for if the 
editor of the Star knows anything, he ought 
to know that every steamship line plying 
between South America and free trade Eng- 
land is the outcome of a government sub- 
sidy. Itis singular how the facts always 
dispose of a free trade arguinent, 
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Let us hope that the crusade in Georgia 
against the bulging hip pocket may affect 
the toughs of the north; yet we doubt it. 
The toughs of the north are supposed to be 
‘‘Joyal,”’ and are therefore entitled to carry 
concealed “weapons. 


John Sevier. 

The movement to erect a monument to 
Governor John Sevier, who sleeps in a 
lonely grave on the plantation of Mr. J. W. 
Walker, near the south bend of the Talla- 
poosa riverin Alabama, is beginning to 
take shape. Mr. John H. Crozier, of 
Knoxville, Tenn., has written to Mr. B. F. 
Wyly, of this city, who is taking an active 
interest in the matter, asking permission to 
publish his letter on the subject in order to 
bring the project properly before the citizens 
of Knoxville. Mr. Walker also writes to 
Mr. Wyly that he is willing to donate one- 
fourth of an acre with the grave to any 
association that will erect a suitable monu- 
ment. John Sevcir was one of the greatest 
man of his time, and his memory deserves 
recognition. A recent writer gives the fol 
lowing brief summary of his career: 

He was born in 1740 upon the Shenandoah river 
in West Virginia, With an emigrating and explor- 
ing purty he ca ne to Kast Tennessee (then western 
North Carolina) in 1769. He built the first fort on 
the Wautauga river, wi ere he defended the settlers 
of the Wautauga valley. In 1773 Lord Diinmore 
gave him the commission of capta’n in the perilous 
expedition north of the Ohio river, which ended in 

F.om 1772 

777 he was the head and spint of the **Washin-z- 
: District,’ in western North Carolina. In 1779 
yed the towns and forts of the Indian territo- 

ry. and fought the successful battle of ’B>yd’s 
Creek,’ in 1780, the eritical year of the American 
revolu ion, but in that year the dawnof giory 
broke over the battle of King’s Mountain—October 
7—and the iegislature of North Carolina voted 
thanks and a sword to Colonel! Sevier for his share 
of the credit and glory won by that battle. In 1781 
he served galiantly under the command of Marion, 
and wasin the battle of Monk’s Corner. In 1782 
le conducted x Veral expediiions against the In- 
dians, after the surrencer of Cornwallis. In 1784, 
after peace with Encland, he headed the organiza- 
lion ot the “State of Franklin,” out of the perils 
aud troubles of which it is said “the Lord delivered 
him.’ During this period he foughtand treated 
many times with the Cherokee Indians successful 
tothe interests of the “State of Franklin.’ In 
1783-95 the State of Franklin died. The state of 
Tennessee was admitted into the union and General 
Sevier was ltsfirst governor. He was governor of 
the state, including his Franklin administration, 
for twelve years. From 1811 to 1815 he was a mem- 
ber ofthe congress of the United States. At the 
close of the session of 1815 he whs persuaded by 
President Madison to undertake the @pmmission to 
adjust the dificulties wsth the Creck Indien: It 
was while engagedin the duties ofthis commis- 
sion that he died at Fort Decatur, Ala,, September 


24, 1515.

This utterance may be taken to represent 
the views of a great many people all over 
the country; but our esteemed coutempor- 
ary makes one serious mistake. It is not 
the lease law that has caused the outrages 
complained of, but the mismanagement and 
carelessness of the lessees themselves, The 
responsibility rests also on the state authori- 
ties who have not heretofore shown any de- 
cided intention of compelling the lessees to 


carry Out their contract with the state, 


The law, 
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From the origin of insurance, down to 


tection to thé convicts. It protects them 
from the cruelty, as well as the cupidity, of 
the lessees. When the lessees violate the 
law they should be summarily dealt with. 
As Tur ConstrruTion said yesterday, the 
lessees have heretofore been ableto throw 
the responsibility for the management of 
their camps, and for the outrages that have 
occurred in them, on the shoulders of their 
employes. But they can do this no longer. 
The state and the law know nothing of 
these employes, The lessees are responsi- 
ble, and public sentiment will insist that 
they be so held. 

The recent revelations of cruelty printed 
in these columns are a disgrace to the : . 

The , 
sibility must be placed where it belongs.

A Remarkable Reunion. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

As the survivors of Walker's Nicaraguan ex- 
pedition are to meet in this city during the coming 
autumn, it is not out of place to tell something of 
that episode in American history, which created a 
remarkable sensation at the time, but is now totally 
forgotien, except by the few who were then adults 
and have survived the events of that perlod. Gen- 
eral William Walker was a Tenneseean, and by pro- 
fession a lawyer, physician, journalist and explorer. 
In 1£53 he organized an expedition for the conquest 
of Sonora, but failed in his attempt, and was tried 
and acquitted the next year at San Fran- 
cisco for the vyiolation .of the neutrality 
laws. In 1855 he interfered in the intestine 
troubles of Nicaragua, and landed in 
the country with sixty-two followers, but soon re- 
ceived some re-enforcements, He gained two bat- 
tles and took possession of the city of Granada. 
Recruits continued to arrive from the United States, 
and his force was increased to 1,200 men. In 1856 
he gained entire controf® of the country, and in- 
crefsed his army with additional forees of American 
adventurers, He engaged in a war with Costa Rica, 
and was defeated in the first battle, but gained the 
second. He was elected president of Nicaragua, 
and abolished slavery, But intestine war broke out 
and he was deposed. Je surrendercd to the United 
States authorisies and was iaken to New Orleans; 
escaped and returned to Nicavagua, but was azain 
arrested. He made several other attiemps to con- 
trol the country but failed each time. Finally, in 
1360, he led an expedition into Honduras with 
the intention cf creating a revolution, but he and 


all his men were captured and shot.

The 
question of forestry preser at on {s vital one, wheth- 
consider d with reference to the supply of timber or 
for building purposes, or for the maintenance of 
trees enough to regulate the water supply, and other 
conditions of a productive soil. The present forest 
area of the country is less than five hundred million 
acres, and from thisis drawn most of the annual 
consumption of over twenty billion cubic feet of 
timber, The supply of anew crop cannot be left to 
nature without serious loss, both in quality and 
quantity, andisto make the most of the forest re. 
sources of the country by arresting their waste in 
the present end providing for their elasticity in the 
future that the American forestry congress deserves 
public approval and support.

Finally 
our navy was forced to help them. 

{n January, 1863, wyen we were anchored in the 

azoo, the influx of colored refuges was such that 

dmiral Perter, always compassionate to suffering, 
detailed a gun-boat to transport a load of “contra- 
bands” to Ciiro. We send away only the aged, the 
infirm and the children. When this dusky cargo, 
numbering hundreds, was on board I inspected .1. 
These ‘‘fellow-creatures”’ seemed rather like brutes 
gifted with a little of the faculty of human speech. 
They were ignorant and helpless as brutes. Squatted 
between a couple of howizers Istumbled on one who 
was the oldest-iooking- mortal I ever saw. He re- 
sembled a superannuated baboon, Father Noah 
beside him would have ajpzared youthful. He 
looked as if “eternity had snowed its years upon 
him and the white winter of his age was come,”’ 

‘‘How old are you, uncle?’

Ghe Story as Told By the Witnesses — The 
Shooting of Hurst Fixed Upon 
the Mulatte Pritchett. 


The day afterthe battle in Decatur was a 
quiet one. The people were all sad and sorrow 
gtricken at the great calamity which befell 
them Saturday and everywhere a subdued ap- 
pearance was presented. 

The funeral of the dead marshal was the 
feature of the day. 

Sunday came in bright and clear. A pretty 
pale blue sky overhung the town as the sun 
came up, and when the people began to move 
sbont it wasin a quiet, sober way, that Indi- 
cated the great sorrow that rested upon them. 
All during the night Saturday the town was 
avaxe. Therumors of approaching negroes 
created a feeling of uneasiness which drove 
giecp from every eye. The first story of the 
rescuing crowd’s advance reached the town 
about midnight. The day had been one of 
great excitement and the people were just be- 

inning to retire, worn out and distressed. 
The ramors, however, aroused all again and 
made sleepimpossible.

SOME SEEKING ARMS. 

The courthouse square naturally became the

stances. The quiet and orderly colored people 
of DeKalb county were holding an annual cel- 
ebration in the children’s tabernacle, built by 
and the property of the white Sunday-schoo! 
association of the county. While nearly all 
the colored people of Decatur were under the 
tabernacle listening to the singing, 
Wesley Hubert, a very tall, mus- 
cular and stron negro man, under 
the influence of liquor, flourished a pistol, 
among those assembled under the tabernacle, 
and indulging in profanity afid boisterous con- 
duct. 

The orderly colored people appealed to 
Bailiff J. W. Rodgers and Marshal J. E. Hurst 
to protect them by Ya ae Hubert, which 
they did, and released him. He again began 
his boisterous conduct, when Marshal Hurst 
arrested him, and Bailiff. Rodgers took from 
him a pistol, every barrel of which was 
loaded. 

The unruly colored element present, which, 
according to the sworn testimony contained 
two Decatur negroes—Jack and Henry Gold- 
smith—gathered around to rescue Hubert. 
Jack Goldsmith swore that Hnbert should not 
be arrested, and jerked Bailiff Rodgers loose, 
while Henry Goldsmith, standing on the rail- 
road bank, threw a rock at Bailiff Rodgers. 

The negro, James Butler, testified that the 
crowd threatened to 

BAT HIM IN THE MOUTH 
for saying that they ought to-allow Hubert to 
be taken to the calaboose. for he 
had violated the law. The negro, 
Elias Burdette, testified to . the 
urgent efforts of both Jack and Henry’ Gold- 
smith to get into the row, and of his efforts to 
keep them out. The officers were forced to 
avain let Hubert go. Bailiff Rodgers went be- 
fore J. W. Kirkpatrick, notary public and ex- 
officio justice of the peace, and swore outa 
warrant against Wesley Hubert and Jack 
Goldsmith for interfering with officers in the 
discharge ef official duty. Armed with this 
warrant, Bailiff Rodgers, Marshal Hurst, 
Sheriff Austin and ex-Marshal T. 
H. Chivers followed Wesley Hubert, 
who had reached the McDonough street cross- 
ing on the west end of the Hoyle cut. Here 
an effort was made to arrest him, but having 
A KNIFE IN HIS HAND, 

he cut at the officers and swere he would not 
be arrested. 

Theih senuffiing attracted the attention of 
Mr. W. F. Pattillo, who seeing that the negro 
was too much for the officers, gathered up a 
pistol and went to their assistance. Wesley 
Hubert had now entered the cut, and was 
joined by a mulatto man, who putting 
one arm through Hubert’s, flourished a pistol 
in the other arid vowed he should not be 
taken. Soon another negro, not quite so dark 
as Hubert, joined the other two and kept 
pushing Hubert towards the eastern end of the 
cut. 

At the eastern terminus of the cut, on the 
south side of the railroad track,isa pile of old 
crossties, and some fifty feet in the rear of the 
crossties isa strip of wood, extending three 
hundred feet back to the Fayetteville road. 

As soon as Hubert got out of the cut, 
Bailiff Rodgers caught him by the arm 
when he made a desperate lunge at 
him with his knife. Rodgers 

STRUCK HIM OVER THE HEAD 
with the butt end of his pistol, when the mu- 
latto fired at Rodgers. 

Just about this time Mr. Pattillo, seeing Hu- 
bert trying to cut Sheriff Austin, attempted 
to knock the knife out of Hubert’s hand by a 
heavy blow with his walking cane. The force 
of the blow turned Mr. Pattillo around, throw- 
ing his back to the mulatto. While in this 
position he heard the shot, and turning saw 
the smoke from the mulatto’s pistol. 

By this time Mr. Jack Langford and J. W. 
Phillips had reached the scene. : 

FIRING BECAME GENERAL. 

The mulatto and the other negro fired 
at Marshal Hurst, ex-Marshal Chivers and 
Sheriff Austin. It is thought that the mulatto 
was hit, but itis not Known.. The testimony 
left it doubtful whether Hurst received his 
fatal wound on the second or third fire. He 
emptied his pistol and sank down on the pile 
of crossties. Mr. Chivers was found to be 
wounded, 

On the edge of the strip of woods an un- 
known negro kept up a fusilade on the whites. 

The negroes fled up the woods, and Major 
W. B. Farr, W. F. Pattillo, W. J. Honston, 
Jr., Frank Word and Jack Langford followed 
in pursuit. 

Near the Fayetteville road and three hrn- 
dred yards from _ the railroad track 
they found the body of Wesley Hubert 
Life was not extinct but he was unconscious, 
and dted in a few minutes: Pushing on rapid- 
ly they saw three negroes leaping lke deer 
across gullies. Someof them cleared, it is 
thought, ten feetat a jump. They followed 
the negroes haif a mile, but finding the fugi- 
tives were getting too far ahead, gave up the 
chase. The course takeu showed a detour 
round Captain Candler’s plantation, heading 
in the divection of Lithonia. 

POINTS OF THE EVIDENCE, 

Mr. Patillo stated that he saw Jack and 
Henry Goldsmith not far from his residence 
ym the railroad track, in aseuffle. Jack Gold- 
smith seemed to be anxious to follow on in the 
direction taken by Hubert to Hoyle’s cut and 
Henry scemed to be trying to hold him back. 

Elias Bardett testified: that both were near 
the railroad switch not far from Mr. Patillo’s 
house, which is not far from the McDonough 
street crossing at the east end of the Hoyle 
cut. Mr. Patiilo is positive that 

THE MULATTO SHOT HURST, 
but is not positive whether it was the second 
or third shot which took offect. 

Sheriff Austin testified that Hurst was 
killed at the second or third shot. ‘‘I saw the 
mulattoman with pistol in hand,” he said, 


“fixing to shoot Hurst, and saw him shoot 
him. The same negro that shot Hurst shot at 
me. When he shot Hurst he ran off. Hurst 
was standing with his right side towards the 
mulatto, who advanced on him and fired. The 
nevro used a simall calibre Smith & Wesson 
pistol, not as large as 348, possibly smaller 
than 32,”’ 
OTHER WITNESSES. 

Bailiff Rodgers corroborates the testimony 
that it was the second or third shot which 
killed Ilurst. 

The testimony of Bailiff Rodgers, Claude 
and Carter Mason, Elias Burdett, Jim But- 
ler and Robert White, the last three colored, 
corroborated the statement that Jackson and 
Henry Goldsmith assisted those rescuing 
Hubert from the officers. 

The testimony of Mr. Chivers was not taken, 
as tle physician thoughtit would be hazardous 
in his condition, and the testimony was con- 
clusive without it. Mr. Chivers says 

THE MULATTO SHOT BOTH 
him and Hurst, and that the pistol used was 
viven the mulatto by Henry Goldsmith. 

Dr. J. H. Goss, who made the post mortem 
examination of Mr. Hurst, testified that ‘‘the 
wound was made by about a 32 caliber pistol in 
the right side, about 7) inches in front of the 
spine, between the eighth and ninth ribs, the 
ball ranging backwards and probably penetrat- 
ing the descending aorta.’’ 

VERDICT OF THE JURY. 

After careful sifting of the evidence the jury 
returned a verdict that J. E. Hurst came to 
his death froma pistol firéd by unknown ne- 
groes, and that Jack Goldsmith, Henry Gold- 
smith, Sandy Harris, et al., were accessory 
before the fact, and that said killmg was mur- 
der. The verdict was signed at 12 m. yesterday.

Several houses of colored men were broken 
open while they were at the tabernacle on Sat- 
urday, and robbed of pistols. Among those 
was the home of Adam Stokes, a tenant on 
the farm of Colonel .M. A. Candler. In this 
instance the robbing was done by colored 
youths, 

Record of the Goldsmiths. 

Jack and Henry Goldsmith enjoy-a bad 
reputation. Several weeks ago the wife of a 
leading citizen heard these two negroes make 
terrible threats of vengeance against the 
whites, and was so alarmed that she asked 
Marshal Hurst to place a guard at her house, 
which he did. 

A Quiet Saturday Night. 

Saturday night was the quietest ever seen 
on the streets of Decatur for years. Usually 
the negroes do their trading, and many of 
them are boisterous and mirthful. But on this 
occasion few could be seen on the streets. 

Tbe people were quiet bat determined. 
Every road leading into the town was patroled, 
and strangers were challenged and made to 
account for themselves. 

About two o’clock this morning it was re- 
ported at police herdquarters that Pritchett 
had been located jn a negro house at the junc- 
tion of the McDonough and Flat Shoals road, 
three miles from the city, and that he was 
severely wounded. A squad of officers left 
Atlanta and another left Decatur, both about 
two o'clock, to go to the place. 

Negroes Driven Off. : 

At 1:50 a.m., a crowd of about twenty 
negroes surrounded the jail at Decatur. The 
guards, thinking their purpose was to rescue 
the Goldsmiths, drove them off. 

At 2a. m., all was quiet. 


FUNERAL OF THE DEAD MARSHAL. 


Impressive Ceremonies at the Presbyterian’ 


Church—Many Friends Present. 

The death of Marshal Hurst fell with crush- 
ing and overwhelming effect upon his parents 
and sisters and his many friends. The Young 
Men’s Christian association, of Decatur, of 
which Mr. Hurst was a prominent and zealous 
member, took charge of his remains and con- 
ducted the funeral. 

Messrs. J. G. Pearce, W. J. Houston, Jr., 
W.S. Ansley, B. Green, E. P. Ansley, Al. 
Bucher, John Montgomery and John Cun- 
ningham, of the Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation, acted as pall bearers. 

As the procession left the residence, the bell 
of the Presbyterian church began tolling, and 
by the time the church was reached it was found 
tilled to overflowing with sorrowing friends. 
The congregation was the largest ever gath- 
ered in the church. The pulpit was draped in 
mourning. A special choirsang ‘‘Itis well with 
my soul;’’ “Go bury thy sorrow,’’ and ‘‘ Wait- 
ing and watching for me.”’ 

Rey. J. E. Du Boye read appropriate selec- 
tions from the scriptures, and Rev, T. P. 
Cleveland offered prayer. 

Rev. Mr. Du Boye spoke of the eageey as 
one of the saddest events in the history of De- 
catur. A nobic-hearted young man had fallen 
at his post in the discharge of his duty like a 
true soldier. His death was a loss to the whole 
community. Although young, he had lived 
to establish an excellent character. 

Rev. J. B. Johnson spoke of Mr. Hurst’s 
connection with the Young Men’s Christian 
association, and his love for the things of the 
spirit. 

*Rev. T. P. Cleveland related a touching in- 
cident concerning the noble young man. 

The remains were taken to Decatur ceme- 
tery, where the interment was witnessed by a 
large nuinber.

The greatest interest is felt, not only in the 
east, but throughout the whole country, in the 
coming race for the international cup brought 
to this country by the gallant America and 
kept here by other yachts just as gallant. 
That the Volunteer and the Thistle will be 
the contestants there can be no doubt. Itisa 
fight between thy American system of yacht 
building and the English—between the ‘‘cen- 
ter board” and the “‘keel.’’ An explanation 
of these terms may be of interest to some. It 
js Necessary that a sailing vesse! should have 
something projecting from her hull to reduce 
the leeway when the wind is off her bow. One 
school of builders use a permanent keel run- 
ning along the bottom of the hall; while the 
ether school use a short board which.is le.|lown 
in the center of the hull when needed and 
pulled up when not needed. When the wind 
is jight, the center board—for so it 
is calied—is pulled up. and the 
jeeway becomes an element of her - progress. 
The keel boat has no such advantage. Eng- 
land builders cling to the keel while American 

vilders favor the center-board. In a light 
wind a center-board yacht has, all things else 
being equal, the advantage. A sparking 
breeze puts the”boats more nearly on an equal 
footing. 

English writers are devoting much valuable 
gace to the discussion and criticism of Mr. 
Burgess’ yachts. They find many flaws-flaws, 
in the entrance lines. faws in the spread of 
the shrouds, a lack of grace andall that. Did 
these same *‘bloody Britishers’’ ever see Char- 
lie Hoyt’s ‘*Tin soldier’?

A writer who says he is an American inter- 
esied in American yachting interests, has sent 
to the New York Herald a carefully written 
letter in which he compares the Volunteer and 
Mavflower with the Puritan, and the Thistle 
with the Genesta, hoping thereby to reach 
some definite conclusions as to the relative 
merits of the Volunteer and the Thistle. He 
evidently has a warm place in his heart for the 
jast year’s cup Winner, and is not ready to be- 
lieve that the Volunteer is much, if any, supe- 
rior to the Mayflower. He points out that there 
has been a radical change in the crew of the 
latter, and while the present skipper is doubt- 
less a thorough yachtsman he has not had the 
experience as a racer. A comparison is then 
mace between the Volunteer and the Puritan, 
and the Mayflower and the Puritan—the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the Puritan in her 
contests this year being exactiy the same as 
those of last year. In 1886 the Mayflower beat 
the Puritan in all three of the races which pre- 
ceded the contest for the international cup, 
winning the first, over a forty-mile course, by 
4 minutes and 41 seconds; the second, thirty- 
three miles, by 11 minutes and il 
seconds: and the third, thirty miles, 
by 3 minutes and 47 secortds. An average of 
these distances and gains shows that the May- 
flower gained 11 seconds per mile. This year 
the Volunteer has won six of the seven con- 
tests in which she has taken part. Of these 
“four were merely runs from port to port and 
another was a mere drifting match,” so 
the race for the Evelet cupand the Eastern 
club regatta are taken as fair contests upon 
which to base a calculation. In the first, Vol- 
unteer beat Puritan 10 minutes and 53 seconds 
over a forty-mile course; in the second, thirty- 
six miles, Volunteer beat Puritan 3 minutes 
and 53 seconds. An average shows a gain of 

seconds per mile or but 1 second more than 
» Maytlower showed. 

The records of 1885 show that the Puri- 
tan is 14 seconds per mile faster than the Ge- 
nesta. It is claimed that the Thistle is 27 
seconds per mile faster than the Genesta. A 
computation of these gains upon a forty-mile 
course shows that the Thistle is 8 minutes and 
4) seconds faster than the Puritan for that 
distance. The Volunteer is shown to be 8 
minutes faster than the Puritan at the same 
di: a difference of 1 second per mile in 
favor of the Scotish yacht. 

This shows how evenly matched the two 
yachts are. Butrecords made before a race 
don’t count for much.

THE WOUND NOT A DANGEROUS ONE,

I discussed politics with them, told them 
where I was from and all that sort of thing, and it 
did not make the least difference fn the world. This 
was not the case only with railroad men, but plant- 
ers and business men aswell. Theidea that sonth- 
erners hate the northern people will never find a 
lodgment in my mind. Asa matter of course, one 
must not abuse the people of the 8s uth, the country 
or her institutions, but one can have’Tiis own opin- 
iong and express them as freely iu Georgia as in 
Ohio. 

“Eyery question asked was answered respectfully 
and as {ully as conid be wisi @1, and the manner in 
which inf rmation va given demonstrated that it 
was a pleasure to furnish it. Governor Gordoh wel- 
comed us to Georgia in an eloquent speech, and was 
followed by the mayor of Atignta. The kindness 
and consideration shown usin Atlanta as well as 
Macon, Jesup, Brunswick, Ga., and Fernindina, 
Fla., was so spontaneous and free from any restraint, 
that one could not help liking the people. If [ 
should have had any prejudices age nt the people 
of the south it would have been Cispelled by my 
cordial treatment as well as that extunded to my 
brethern. 

‘The next meeting will,I think,be held in Macon, 
Ga., at least the people ate very desirous that our 
order should meet there, and I am sure lam in 
favor of it, because every man I met in Macon was 
a wnileman and only had words of kindness for t te 
north. lam convinced that the people are sincere 
in what they,think and say, and hever again will I 
believe the stortes that I hear detrimental to the 
south and her people.”
